A very slight increase in the numbers of convicts in custody 
appears on the 31st of December, 1875, an increase also slight 
has taken place in the numbers sentenced to penal servitude 
during the past year ; this increase appears to be owing rather to 
the fluctuations to be looked for from time to time, than to any 
increase in crime or in the criminal classes ; an increase has also 
taken place in the numbers of licences revoked during the year, 
few of the revocations however, were ordered for serious offences. 

No circumstance calling for special remark has occurred in any 
of the Prisons. The conduct of the convicts, as well as the industry 
shown by them, has been generally satisfactory. There has been, 
as in former years, a disposition to violence on the part of some few 
of the convicts, which rendered corporal punishment necessary. 

*In addition to this number there were 345 convicts under detention in the 
county prisons, and several hundred in Bermuda and Gibraltar, 'Who were subse- 
quently discharged in Ireland, 
t Two of these are military convict!, 
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The general conduct of the officers has heen very satisfactory ; 
I trust I may be permitted again to express my hope that they 
may be placed, as regards retiring allowances, upon as advan- 
tageous terms as county prison officials, whose duties do not 
involve a similar amount of risk or responsibility. 

I have on several occasions referred to the cost of repairs, &c., as 
now executed by the Royal Engineer Department and by the 
Board of Public Works; by far the greater proportion of this work 
is done by contract labour at a heavy cost to the public and to some 
extent to the detriment of the discipline of the prisons. Placing 
the sums voted for maintenance and for repairs, as well as that 
voted for fuel and light, at the disposal of the Prison Department, 
would not only result in a considerable saving being effected, but 
enable a certain proportion of the convicts to be trained to useful 
trades. 

At Spike Island Prison, as heretofore, the labour of the convicts 
is mainly at the disposal of the Admiralty authorities, the 
result being that the Convicts are to a certain extent mixed up 
with free labourers, this more or less interferes with discipline, and 
thus with the efficacy of penal servitude as a punishment ; the 
fact also of leaving the employment of the convicts at the disposal 
of other departments appears to result in a certain amount of loss 
of labour. Circumstanced as are the works at Haulbowline, there 
would be, I think, little difficulty in allotting a certain portion of 
the work for convict labour alone ; in such a case the convicts 
could be completely isolated from free labourers, the work per- 
formed by the convicts would be accurately measured, its value 
determined, and the Convict Department held responsible that a 
fair amount of labour was performed. At present the amount of 
work performed is calculated on the number of days’ work 
done, a fallacious mode of calculation. 

The nature of the employments of the convicts in the Mountjoy 
Male and Female Prisons remains unchanged, in the Female 
Prison a much larger quantity of washing for Public Depart- 
ments has been done during the past year, a very considerable 
saving to the public resulting. Should the numbers in these prisons 
* at any time be much increased, it would be greatly to the public 
advantage, that some of the work now done by contractors 
should, where possible, be done in the prisons, it being extremely 
difficult at present to obtain remunerative employment without 
interfering with the labour market. At present the Warders 
uniforms are made in the Prisons ; a portion . of the uniform 
clothing now supplied by contractors to Public Departments 
could probably be supplied by convict labour; shirt-making, 
where now contracted for, could be undertaken. If a material 
increase took place, it might be worthy of consideration, whether, 
as in some of the Indian Prisons, paper making and printing 
for the Government Departments, might not, to a considerable 
extent, be carried on, a water supply and steam power being 
available. 

N o change has taken place in the arrangements at the Inter- 
mediate Prison at Lusk, 
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I have again to remark upon the advantages afforded to the 
female convicts at the Refuges ; at Golden Bridge, the results 
appear to have been at least as successful as in former years. 

There is one class of convicts whose cases would appear to 
require special consideration in the event of an amendment in the 
present Act for prevention of crime — the class who appear to he 
insensible to the efforts made for their reclamation — some, having 
been three and four times sentenced to penal servitude, return' on 
release to their old mode of life undeterred by consequences ; this 
class are well aware that by conforming to the Prison rules, they are 
entitled to a certain dietary, clothing, a gratuity on discharge, and 
to a remission of a portion of their sentence ; when a sentence 
extending to five years or upwards, has to be carried out, the 
dietarieslaid down and clothing allowed cannot, without injury, be 
diminished ; the gratuities of this class however might be withheld 
or much reduced, and the entire sentence served ; or what would 
probably he far more effectual, if the law permitted, a sentence 
of six or twelve months in a county gaol on low diet might be 
inflicted, with lengthened police supervision to follow, in place of 
a period of penal servitude according to the existing Act. The 
labour of this class being as a rule of little value, the public 
are put to a very heavy cost in all such cases without a 
reasonable hope of reformation being effected. 

I have in conclusion only to remark, that it is much to he 
regretted that police supervision is not more frequently ordered. 
As a protection to the public, an assistance to the police, and 
an advantage I believe to the criminal classes themselves, it is 
worthy of a more extended trial than it has hitherto received,

No occurrence calling for special remark has taken place during fieport ' 
the past year in this prison. 

The conduct of the subordinate officers has been satisfactory. 

During the year 196 convicts were received; 184 passed on in 
regular course to other prisons. The general conduct of the con- 
victs, as well as the industry shown by them, was satisfactory. 

The health of officers and convicts has been generally good. One 
death occurred amongst the former, that of Mr. Harold, who had 
served satisfactorily as head schoolmaster for many years. 

The repairs and alterations of the buildings of this prison, as 
well as those of the female prison, are carried out by the Board of 
Works. This arrangements both eostlyand unsatisfactory; delaj'S, 
when works are carried out by another department, are unavoid- 
able; the constant introduction of free tradesmen and labourers 
into a prison is injurious to discipline. With regard to cost, it may 
be stated that on an average 17 tradesmen and labourers were 
employed on each working day between the two Mountjoy Prisons. 

I have no doubt that two trades-warders could, with the assist- 
ance of a few convicts, carry out the necessary repairs, &c., a con- 
siderable saving to the public resulting. 

The usual reports with statistics are attached.

GOVERNOR’S REPORT. Governor', 

Report. 

Mountjoy Male Convict Prison, 

1st January, 1876. 

Sxr ) I have the honour to submit my annual report with statistical 

returns for the year ending 31st Uecenfber, 1875. 

The staff of the prison has undergone little change since my last report. 

The schoolmaster — an old and respected officer — died in May last, and the 
vacancy was filled up from the Convict Prisons staff. 

Mr. George Parrell, the present schoolmaster, is a young and recently 
appointed officer whose efficiency and seal recommended him to the notice 
of his superiors, he having formerly been connected with the National 
Board of Education. I am gratified to notice an improvement in the 
working of the school, which I am of opinion is mainly brought about 
through the spirit of emulation that has been introduced amongst the 
prisoners in his method of teaching. One other change has occurred — 
that of a second class warder removed on promotion to the staff of Lusk 
Prison, and who has been replaced by an officer appointed on probation 
to qualify for the vacancy. 

Al l officers on the staff of the prison have contributed to carry out the 
duties with efficiency and zeal. There has been no case of dismissal, nor 
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Mount jot lias any serious case of misconduct been reported of the subordinate 
Convict °® cers °f the staff that ca ^ s for special remark. A slight increase in 
PaisoN. 1 the number of convicts is shown as having passed through the prison 

when compared with those of the year 1874. 

(governor t 'j'] ie conduct in prison of the convicts has been generally good, and the 
p * number of punishments inflicted on prisoners during the past twelve 
months have not been numerous. These punishments were not incurred 
for any grave offence, but chiefly for breaches of discipline against prison 
rules. 

The industrial occupation of the convicts has been fostered as hereto- 
fore. Of the daily average number of convicts employed (153 prisoners), 
22 in association work at the shoemaking trade. They make all the 
shoes and boots required in the Irish Convict service. Sixteen more as- 
sociated prisoners are employed in other portions of the prison where 
their services are required, in order that the probationary period of im- 
prisonment may be carried out in strict separation. 

The remainder of the convicts work in separation, and carry out the 
probationary term (eight months) of tlieir sentence at oakum-picking, 
mat-making, fendoff-making, and in being taught preliminaries of shoe- 
making. 

Some associated prisoners, as well as any the medical officer may con- 
sider to require out-door labour, are employed in the prison garden, 
where an ample supply of most kinds of vegetables are produced to sup- 
plement the dietary of the convicts in Mountjoy Male and Female 
Prisons. The refuse from the kitchens of the Mountjoy Male and Female 
Prisons are here utilized to rear and fatten pigs, which have lately been 
supplied for that purpose from the intermediate prison at Lusk. When 
fattened and ready for sale they are sent to market, and the money 
placed to the credit of the public. 

Should the previous knowledge of a convict admit of it, an associated 
prisoner is generally employed at a trade when the requirements within 
the prison can he met by the labour of a carpenter, cooper, smith, &c. 

Employment of this nature could be carried on to a greater extent than 
is done; and would, I think, cause a considerable saving of expenditure, 
if prisoners’ labour was more generally applied in repairs and erection 
of buildings within the prison boundaries. The labour of the prisoners 
during the year has been satisfactory. For five months of their probation 
they were in manufacturing department of the mat-making, where some 
20 tons of raw material was worked up into mats, matting, &c. The re- 
sult of this labour is remunerative. 

The first three months of their sentence they spent at oakum-picking. 
This being a purely penal employment cannot be counted as remunerative, 
and often leaves little or no profit for the labour bestowed upon it. They 
have worked steadily and well at the tasks set for them ; but few reports 
were made against prisoners for idleness during the year. 

No attempt was made to commit suicide during the year, nor did any 
prisoner try to make his escape. The health of the prisoners has been 
satisfactory; only one death occurred, and that was a convict sent here 
for hospital treatment from the intermediate prison at Lusk. Three 
convicts were sent to the Criminal Lunatic Asylum at Dundrum. These 
prisoners were under observation for some time in the prison hospital 
before they were certified to be insane. 

All prison buildings and fittings pertaining thereto were kept in 
good repair by the officers of the Board of Public Works, and all re- 
quisitions on that department have been attended to. 
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1 certify that the rules laid down for the government of the prison MountJov 
have been strictly complied with, except such particular cases as have Male 
been reported to, and brought under the notice of the Director.

MEDICAL OEEICER’S REPORT. 

Mountjoy Male Prison, 

January 10th, 1876. 

Sir, I have the honour to forward ray report of the sanitary condi- 

tion of this prison during the past year, and in doing so it gives me great 
pleasure to state that the health of the prisoners has been on the whole 
very satisfactory, and no outbreak of any contagious diseasehas occuired. 

No death is recorded among the prisoners here, but one case of bad 
fever which was sent in from Lusk Prison terminated, I regret to say,

Only two prisoners were removed to Spike Island on medical grounds 
before the expiration of their term in separation, one of weak intellect 
•who had been removed on a former conviction for the same reason, and 
one partially paralysed and subject to epileptic fits, being unfit for the 
discipline of this prison. , . , 

The admissions to hospital exceeded the number last year by 11, which 
is to be ascribed to the fact that a number of the prisoners upon then- 
reception here from the different gaols were suffering from scrofula, and 
from ulcers which necessitated their removal direct to the hospital. 

It may be worthy of remark here, that the prisoners received from the 
large cities present a marked contrast in their health to those received 
from rural districts, the latter being much more robust and healthy, by 
reason I dare say, of their exemption from such low dissipation as the 
criminal class in cities indulge in. 

The daily average number of sick in hospital was 5-4. 
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Thirteen prisoners were received into hospital from Lusk Prison for 
treatment — 3 more than last year. One of them died of bad fever as I 
have already said ; the others, with one or two exceptions, were not very 
severely affected. 

The health of the prison staff was excellent — only 3 of the warders were 
exempted from duty for short periods from illness. One of the officers of 
the Lusk establishment was also sent to this hospital for treatment. I 
regret however to say that the schoolmaster, who had been for sometime 
in broken health, and was advanced in life, died from the effects of renal 
disease. 

The usual statistical returns will be found in the following tables. 

I have, as heretofore, great pleasure in bearing my testimony to the 
exemplary manner in which the hospital warder discharges his onerous 
duties.

PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 



Mqiintjoy Male Prison, Dublin, 

10 th January, 1876. 

Sir, — The services of the Church have been regularly held, religious 
instruction given, and the prisoners constantly visited in their cells, and 
in the other parts of the prison in which they were at work. 

There has been but little punishment inflicted for breach of prison 
rules during the past year, which speaks well, not for the prisoners 
alone, but also for the officers. The prisoners have been subjected to 
strict discipline, but have not been treated with harshness. They have 
met with kindness and consideration, while no weak or uncertain indul- 
gence has been extended towards them on the one hand, or on the other 
equally weak or uncertain severity, and the consequence has been, as 
stated above, but little necessity for punishment. 
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Nothing of a very remarkable character Las come under my notice 
during the year. Good, solid, and permanent work, Las silently, and 
without anything like sensationalism, gone on, and therefore of the refor- 
mation of many of those who have been under my care I have good 
hopes ; and as long as the admirable system and rules laid down for the 
guidance of the prison officers are carried out with the efficiency and zeal 
which marked the performance of their duties in the past year, X cannot 
bnt look for the permanent reformation of many who have passed through 
the convict prisons.

ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 

MountjoyMale Prison, 

, 1st January, 1876. 

Sir 3 — I have the honour to lay before you my report for tbeyear 1875. 

On a review of the year just ended, I have to report that the conduct 
of the prisoners under my care has been regular and uniformly good, and 
that few. if any, serious violations of prison rule have been recorded 
against them. In giving religious instructions to the Roman Catholic 
prisoners, collectively or individually, I have always found them atten- 
tive, docile, and respectful; and in visiting the cells, the workshops and 
other places, where the prisoners were engaged in their respective em- 
ployments, I have at all times observed them diligent at work, and 
orderly. 

His Eminence the Cardinal Archbishop administered the sacrament 
of confirmation to a considerable number of the convicts on the 1 8th of 
July last. Some of these men I had found very deficient in the know - 
ledge of the principal doctrines of the Christian religion, and I had to 
instruct them individually for many weeks before confirmation. 

I have been afforded every facility in the exercise of my ministry ; and 
the officers, I rejoice to say, of every grade have contributed, each in his 
own proper sphere, to the good management of the prison, and conse- 
quently to the beneficial results attained. 

I will take the liberty of repeating what I have often said in other re- 
ports, and what year after year becomes more deeply impressed on my 
mind, viz., that in the treatment and reformation of convicts the value 
of honest, prudent, kind-hearted and Hrm officers, cannot he over esti- 
mated, and that the effects of reformatory discipline mainly depend upon 
the spirit of the men appointed to administer it.

giltj I have the honour to submit my report of the educational de- 

partment of this prison, for the year ended 31st of December, 1875. 

On the 22nd of May last I was appointed schoolmaster of this prison ; 
consequently my observations are in a great measure confined to only a 
part of the year. 



At the end of the year 1874 there were on school-rolls, . . . 124 

Admitted to school during the year 1875 170 

Transferred from the school to other prisons, Sec., in 1 875, . . 179 

Remaining on school-rolls 31st December, 1875, . . - 119 

Of 170 admitted 48 were entirely illiterate (First Boot). 

,, ,, 52 were nearly so (Second Boot). 

The instructions given in this school are mostly confined to reading, 
writing, and arithmetic, with occasional lessonsongrammar andgeography. 
While teaching any of the above branches I interrogate the prisoners 
individually, and as each appears to be held responsible for Ms own 
answer, it creates in almost all cases, a desire to learn, as they seem to 
vie with each other for the answer. , 

I also introduced a system of writing on slates from dictation, winch 
I find (the school time being so very short) is very advantageous, as it 
affords the writer a two-fold practice, viz., that of writing and ortho- 
graphy. . 

In reading alone there have been 72 promotions during the year, i.e.

X have had several prisoners (out of the 48 who on reception were 

B 
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entirely illiterate), after receiving only six months schooling here, able 
to -write letters to their friends outside. To effect this I caused the 
letters to be first -written on slates, and then assisted the prisoner in 
making the necessary corrections before putting it on paper. And it 
was with great difficulty I at first induced them to comply with this 
practice, for although the prisoners in many cases could write fairly, yet 
they were wanting in confidence in themselves to write their own letters, 
but now they consider it not only a boon, but the greatest possible grati- 
fication, and invariably conclude their letter with the words, “this is my 
own writing.” 

The conduct of the prisoners while under instructions, was, generally 
speaking, good, and they evinced, with few exceptions, an eagerness to 
learn. It would interest a “looker on” to observe the anxious and 
studious manner of the oldest and most illiterate, who, probably never 
before have had an opportunity of attending school. 

Under these circumstances it is not unreasonable to expect that satis- 
factory progress has been made ; and as a proof, I beg to refer to the fol- 
lowing facts No prisoner capable of learning, and willing to learn, left 
the prison (since I took charge of the school) unable to read and make 
a fair attempt at writing, notwithstanding the very little time spent at 
school each day, viz., one hour, and the very short detention at this prison 
(with the “ separate class,” which comprise three-fourths of the prison), 
eight months, together with the large number (48) who on admission, 
were put to learn the alphabet. 

The probation prisoners, or all the prisoners not above the education 
programme laid down by the Director, for eight months after admission 
attend the day school, which is kept open from eleven to one o’clock. 
The junior classes of these, viz., the first and second classes, attend school 
for one hour daily. The more advanced, who do not require it so 
much, viz., the third and fourth classes, attend school for three hours 
every week, each of the two classes attending for one hour every alter- 
nate day. 

The association class, viz., prisoners who are kept here after eight 
months probation, attend the evening school from six to seven o’clock, 
being employed at different trades during the day. The number of this 
class, on an average, is about thirty, and are divided into two sections, 
viz., those above the programme, who are allowed to attend and improve 
themselves by reading, <fcc., not receiving instructions from the teacher, 
and those who do receive tuition. 

A large per-centage of prisoners being illiterate on reception, they re- 
quire strict attention to enable them to improve, even by slow degrees, 
and in order to meet this I discharge all other duties connected with the 
school before and after school hours. Here, I trust, it is not out of place 
to express my acknowledgment of the valuable assistance afforded me 
by the officers in charge of the discipline of the school.

The state of this prison continues satisfactory, and is very — , 
creditable to the local prison authorities, especially when it is nfpwt° r ' 
remembered that the buddings are, in many respects, unsuited for 
prison purposes ; that the convicts are, when at labour, both at 
Spike Island and at Haulbowline, mixed up to a very unusual 
extent with military and free labourers ; and that the class of 
convicts now dealt with are, in every respect, more difficult to 
manage than those formerly in custody. 

The general conduct of the subordinate officers has been good. 

Several resignations and discharges, owing to ill health, took place. 

Five Warders were dismissed for breaches of regulations. I regret 
to say three deaths took place ; one, that of Principal Warder 
Bourke, a zealous and useful officer, was somewhat sudden. 

The general conduct of the convicts has been good, and their 
attention to their work satisfactory, but the disposition to show 
violence towards officers has continued, and rendered corporal 
punishment necessary. An exemplary punishment ordered this 
year in a case of malicious assault, sent for trial at the Quarter 
Sessions, has had so far a most useful effect. The convicts re- 
ceived, although not increasing materially in numbers, are 
decidedly of a worse and more dangerous class than those in 
former years. 

The health of the convicts has been generally good. 

The employment of the convicts has been the same as in former 
years. I have before alluded to the evils arising from admixture 
of free and convict labour, it not only interferes with discipline 
and affords opportunities for convicts to communicate with their 
friends, attempt escape, and obtain prohibited articles, such as 
tobacco, &c., but undoubtedly results in a very considerable loss 
of labour to the public. 

The state of the buildings does not call for special remark ; but 
I regret to state that several works for which funds were voted 
have not been completed ; one, that relating to the water supply, 
may hereafter cause serious inconvenience ; the Roman Catholic 
Chapel, which should have been completed, is barely commenced. 

The system of carrying out the works by the Royal Engineer 
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Department, and by the Board of Public Works, has resulted in 
very great embarrassment to the Prison Department, and con- 
siderable cost to the public ; it is much to be desired that the 
portions of the vote providing for repairs, fuel, and light, should 
be left at the disposal of the Prison Department. 

During the year three convicts were removed to the Central 
Criminal Lunatic Asylum. Each year shows more clearly the 
unsuitability of Spike Island Prison for the treatment of weak- 
minded convicts ; and should not the contemplated changes in the 
Prison arrangements in Ireland take place, it will, I believe, 
next year be absolutely necessary to make special arrangements 
for the treatment of this class of convicts — a small class, it is true, 
but a most mischievous and dangerous one. 

The usual reports and statistics are attached.

GOVERNOR’S REPORT. 

Spike Island Government Prison, 
January, 1876. 

Sir, — I have the honour to present the usual annual report on this 
prison for the year ended the 31st December, 1875. 

On the subordinate staff a good many changes took place ; five were 
dismis sed the service ; five resigned ; seven were discharged on medical 
grounds ; and three, I regret to report, died in the service, one of whom 
was a principal warder ; eighteen new appointments were made ; and I 
would here take the liberty of remarking that in my opinion the Civil 
Service examinations have not improved the standard of candidates for 
this post, as mere reading and writing are not sufficient tests of the 
special qualifications necessary for making good and efficient prison 
warders. 

With some few exceptions the conduct of the subordinate officers has 
been good, and due attention was paid to the duties generally. 

The Chief Warder by his diligence and attention has given every 
satisfaction. The Principal Warders have been also attentive to their 
respective duties. 

A return herewith forwarded will show the number of prisoners in 
custody on the 1st January, 1875, and the number received during tbe 
year. A reduction of ten is shown at the close of the year. The sentences 
were duly carried out as prescribed by the rules, and daily opportunities 
were afforded each prisoner of applying to me on any matter affecting 
himself or Ms treatment. 

No change took place in the employment of the prisoners. The usual 
trades were carried on both for the prison and the Naval Docks at 
Haulbowline ; for the latter an increase was made in the number of 
stonecutters, and during the year some very good work was turned 
out. 

Truck work is carried on to a considerable extent at Haulbowline. 
THs system of convicts hauling trucks was many years ago the practice 
under the Royal Engineer Department, but it was discontinued as being 
a great waste of labour, and as such the prison authorities had frequently 
reported against it.

The daily routine as regards working hours, &c., was the same as in 1 
former years. 

The buildings are in fair repair. 

One prisoner made an unsuccessful attempt to escape when at work 
in the prison garden. This was the only attempt made during the 
year. 

Five received corporal punishment for assaults on warders. There 
were more than the usual number of assaults last year, owing as I believe 
to the convict class being of a lower grade, and worse in character than 
in former years ; but -on the whole the great body of the prisoners have 
been well conducted generally, and in no case was there any combination 
towards misconduct. 

Three were certified insane, and removed to Dundrum Lunatic 
Asylum. 

The weak-minded and irresponsible have as usual added very consi- 
derably to the number of misconduct reports for the year, but none of 
them committed any serious offence. 

The usual Sunday and week-day services were regularly held by the 
respective chaplains, and school instructions given every evening after 
working hours. 

Mr. Sheehan, Deputy Governor, has on all occasions rendered me 
zealous and valuable assistance in the maintenance of discipline. 

I have not seen or received intimation of any abuse or abuses not re- 
ported by me. 

Herewith I forward the usual statistical returns for the year. 

I hereby certify that the rules laid down for the government of the 
prison have been complied with during the past year, except in such 
cases as have been reported to or brought under the notice of the 
Director.

Sir,— I have the honour to submit the annual report on the state of 
health of the officers and the prisoners, with the usual medical statistics, 

for the year 1875. . , . 

During the year there were sixty of the subordinate officers treated- m 
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hospital ; six of this number were for injuries sustained by assaults com- 
mitted on them by convicts ; the remainder were for ordinary catarrhal, 
febrile, inflammatory, and rheumatic affections. 

There were three deaths among the staff’ and seven were discharged 
the service on medical grounds. 

There were 169 convicts received into this prison during the year, 
fifteen of whom were found to be in a delicate state of health, and being 
unfit for ordinary prison labour, they were placed at employment suitable 
to their respective conditions. 

During the year there were 154 prisoners treated in hospital, chiefly 
for bronchitis, febrile attacks, diarrhoea wounds, and contusions, and 
abscesses. 

There were seven deaths among the convicts, four of this number 
being from chronic organic diseases, two from apoplexy, and one from 
fever complicated with bronchitis. In the month of June diarrhoea pre- 
vailed for two days among several of the prisoners. Most of these were 
treated as extern patients, and the disease rapidly subsided without any 
serious result. The cause of this outbreak was carefully investigated, 
and the conclusion arrived at was that atmospheric influences caused 
it. 

There were three convicts transferred to Dundrum Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum ; two of these were of weak intellect when received 'into this 
prison, and the other became insane here. The want of suitable arrange- 
ments for the weak-minded and eccentric prisoners continues to be much 
felt here, and I would again beg respectfully to urge the necessity for 
some provision being made for their special treatment. 

The general sanitary condition of this prison has been satisfactory 
during the year. The water supply has been ample and of good quality, 
the dietaries have been wholesome and sufficient, and the ventilation, 
which was somewhat defective, is about to be improved. 

I have to acknowledge the active support received from the Governor 
and the other officers of this prison, and their willingness and readiness 
at all times to give effect to any suggestions for the well-being of the 
prisoners. 

The Resident Apothecary has discharged his duties with his usual 
zeal and ability.

ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 

Spike Island, 1st January, 1376. 

Sir, — I beg leave to present you with my report for the year ending 
31st December, 1875, as the Roman Catholic Chaplain of this prison. 

— First, I beg to state that the various duties prescribed by the prison 
rules for the Roman Catholic Chaplains were faithfully and punctually 
discharged ; and I am happy to be able to say that during no former year 
were the Roman Catholic prisoners more attentive to their religious and 
moral duties, than during the past year. Almost all of them duly, and 
to all appearance, sincerely and piously prepared themselves to obtain 
the spiritual graces and benefits of the jubilee granted by the Roman 
Catholic Church to the faithful, during the year. Besides this, very 
many of them received the Sacraments of Penance and the Holy 
Eucharist frequently during the year, some of them monthly and some 
weekly. I need not say that there is no better test of their religious 
and moral reformation than the fact of their having taken the necessary 
pains to rectify their consciences and their conduct, which is essentially 
requisite for the worthy reception of the Sacraments. 

My hospital duties were comparatively light. Only seven deaths occured 
here during the year. I have, nevertheless, made it my practice to visit 
the hospital almost daily, and oftener when necessary, to impart _ to 
the sick all the services and consolations which our holy religion 
prescribes.

Sxit, — 1 beg to lay before you my report for the past year. The Roman 
convicts under my charge have, with few exceptions, conducted them- 
selves well ; they seem to be quite in earnest to shorten the period of Report. 
their imprisonment, and to enjoy once more the sweets of liberty. Any 
encouragement given in this direction is attended with happy results. 
Nothing grieves the prisoner so much as to find that he loses a month 
of his liberty when he commits a violation of any of the rules laid down 
for his guidance ; hence, the greatest possible care is taken by the vast 
majority of the prisoners to observe the rules and thereby to advance 
their own interests. There are, however, some few amongst them who 
did commit themselves during the year by assaulting the warders and 
doing them grievous bodily harm. These are men, generally speaking, 
of very violent temper, who, on the least provocation given to them, get 
into a passion and lose all control over themselves ; some of them, indeed, 
are hardly accountable for their acts, so nearly do they approach the 
character of lunatics. These are always dangerous to all who come in 
contact with them'; and I would go so far as to say that this is not the 
proper place for such. They are the cause of much of the disorder which 
arises from time to time. The prisoners have availed themselves very 
generally of all the opportunities granted to frequent the Sacraments of 
Penance and the Blessed Eucharist— those channels through which the 
graces of God flow into our souls. It was most edifying to witness their 
anxiety and desire to secure for themselves the treasures of spiritual help 
which the Church, during the past year, placed within the reach of all 
her children ; and by making good use of these, they will be enabled to 
persevere in a newness of life — one may, indeed, perceive already in then- 
steady conduct the good result which has been effected. Their conduct 
at Mass and at daily prayer has been all that could be desired. As 
heretofore, I have visited the prison twice everyday, I have attended at 
and given out morning prayer regularly, and read a chapter of a pious 
book, which is well calculated to make a good impression upon them. A 
sermon has been preached every Sunday and holiday throughout the year. 

Those undergoing punishment in the cells for breach of discipline, as well 
as the sick in hospital, have had the benefit of a daily visit from me, and 
sometimes oftener, according as necessity required it. I have been 
always ready to attend to the calls of prisoners, and often paid them 
visits in their private cells after lock-up at night, to console them, to 
give them good advice, to hear their confessions, and exhort them to 
form resolutions to avoid evil for the future, and to enter upon a course 
of life which will bring them happiness here and glory hereafter.

Sir, — I beg leave to lay before you the following report for the year 
1875. 

I am able to speak very favourably of the conduct and demeanour, 
during the last year, of those committed to my charge. I consider them 
to be generally improving, although I would not in this report be justi- 
fied in alluding to particular cases of amendment and promise. 

Prisoners, like other human beings, must always present to their 
religious teachers, who are striving to get at and influence their inner 
life, a different aspect from what they do to those who are chiefly con- 
cerned with their outward conformity to prison discipline. The religious 
teacher is led by the habits he has acquired in dealing with men’s highest 
interests, to put up with a great deal which seems outwardly objection- 
able, provided he can reach the conscience and touch the heart ; and ho 
is often supposed to yield too much to such feelings in forming his estimate 
of men, especially of those who have been under liis own spiritual care. 

But this temperament — passing over the question whether' it does 
not afford the truest view of men after all — is a qualification for the useful- 
ness and success of the minister of our Lord J esus Christ, indispensable. 

It is regarding them from this point of vi ew > and making allowance 
for the nature of the materials submitted to us, which with progressing 
years are not improving, that I can speak of my charge with commenda- 
tion and hope. 

I have regularly visited the sick in hospital, and those confined in the 
punishment cells.

HEAD SCHOOLMASTER’S REPORT. 

Spike Island Convict Prison, 
January 11, 1876. 

Sir, — In compliance with your directions, I have the honour to submit 
my annual report for 1875. 

During the past year the school has been conducted in all respects the 
same as in the preceding year. No material change lias been made in 
the system of instruction, or in the method of teaching. As hitherto 
the prisoners have made fair progress. Their conduct at school in general 
has been very good. They appear to appreciate the opportunities here 
afforded them of improving themselves ; and are not only attentive, but 
evince a desire to learn. It is very seldom found necessary to make a 
complaint of a prisoner for an offence committed in the school. 

The state of education amongst the prisoners received during the past 
year appears to be much the same as that of previous years. 

At the close of the year the number on the school roll was 309, of 
whom 28 were in the first or lowest class ; 65 in the second ; 1 19 in the 
third ; and 67 in the exempt class, who attend school of their own accord. 
There is no material difference between these numbers and the - corres- 
ponding numbers of the previous year. 
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Though, it is optional -with the prisoners exempted from school — on the spike 
ground of being sufficiently educated for all practical purposes with people 

in their station of life — to attend school, and with the other prisoners ' 

compulsory until they attain exemption, yet on a very wet evening, after Bead 
coming over under heavy rain from Haulbowline, it is found that most 
of the prisoners, on whom it is compulsory to go to school, attend on Rej, or t, 
such evenings, when the option of attending school is humanely extended 
to all. And many applications from prisoners in the exempt class for 
permission to attend school have to be held over, and cannot be granted 
until vacancies occur in the school, lest overcrowding should result, as 
the numbers capable of being accommodated are at their ma xim um. 
Therefore, it may be fairly inferred that if it were left optional with all 
the prisoners to attend school — a change which I do not desire — a suffi- 
cient number of voluntary scholars would be found to fill the school. 

The library continues to be attractive. Some of the older volumes are 
falling into decay. A moderate periodical supply of fresh volumes ap- 
pears to be needed to compensate for the necessary wear and tear of the 
older books. 

My Assistant, Mr. Byan, continues to discharge his duties as hereto- 
fore with ability and discreetness.

MOUNT JOY FEMALE CONVICT PBISON. 



The arrangements of this prison have remained unchanged. 

It is satisfactory to he able to report far more favourably than 
in the last annual report on the manner in which the officers of 
this prison have discharged their duties, the result having been 
that whilst the discipline of the prison has been maintained, fewer 
prisoners have been punished for breaches of prison rules, and the 
disposition to violence on the part of the prisoners has very much 

diminished. . 

The changes in the staff of subordinate officers were more 
numerous than usual : 9 having resigned ; 4 haying been dis- 
charged owing to ill-health ; 2 dismissals for misconduct took 
place : 1 officer retired. There is considerable difficulty m 
obtaining suitable female officers ; and until an efficient staff is 
formed, changes such as have last year occurred cannot be avoided. 
Some officers who promised to become efficient and useful resigned, 
feeling themselves unequal to the duties which are necessanly 

laborious and irksome. ... - . 

The employments of the convicts have remained unchanged A 
much larger quantity of washing is now done in the prison. - L “ 6 
washing for the schools under the Education Board, which was 
formerly carried on by paid labour at Glasnevin, is now sen o 
the prison laundry, thus a very considerable saving results to the 
public, whilst suitable employment is found for a large number of 
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the convicts. Any -washing now contracted for by the public 
service could advantageously be sent to the prison laundry. 

The uniforms for the officers of the convict service, and all 
clothing for male and female convicts is made at the female 
prison ; similar work now supplied by contractors to other depart- 
ments could be made up at the prison ; a saving to the public 
would be effected, whilst suitable work would be provided for the 
convicts. It is sometimes very difficult to obtain sufficient work 
to keep the convicts employed, whilst the rates paid for the work 
sent in — sewing — are very low. 

The health of the convicts, taking into account the dissipated 
lives led by many of them previous to conviction, has been good. 

The removals to the Central Lunatic Asylum have been 
numerous. It is much to be regretted that any prisoners showing 
a decidedly weak mind should be sent to a convict prison, for 
although in all cases where such is noticed, or even suspected, the 
rules of the prison are relaxed, still the unavoidable restrictions 
of a convict prison can hardly fail to aggravate any tendency 
which may exist towards insanity. 

The usual reports and statistics are attached.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 

Mouutjoy Female Prison, 
11th January, 1876. 

Sir, — I have the honour to lay before you my annual report of tiiis 
prison for the year ending 31st December, 1875. 

No change has taken place in the treatment of the prisoners calling 
for any special report from me. Their conduct has been, on the whole, 
satisfactory ; and we have been able, by the introduction of washing for 
the different schools under the Board of National Education in this city, 
to provide a sufficient supply of useful and healthy work to keep them 
fully employed. 

The conduct of a great number of the staff has heen satisfactory ; but 
the discharge of the duty has been attended with difficulty and anxiety, 
in consequence of as large a number of new appointments as 15, of 
whom 9 resigned when trained ; 4 were discharged owing to bad health ; 
1 retired ; 1 discharged, being over age ; and 2 were dismissed. So many 
changes makes it difficult to get the work properly done when the staff is 
short. 

The school has been managed to my satisfaction. The teachers are 
zealous and attentive.

MEDICAL OFFICER’ S REPORT. 

Mountjoy Eemale Prison, 
January 10th, 1876, 

— I have the honour to transmit my report of the sanitary condi- 
tion of this prison for the past year. 

The health of the prisoners was very satisfactory ; and although five 
deaths took place in the hospital, they resulted from diseases horn which 
no hope of recovery could be entertained. The admissions to hospital 
were 104 ; of the twenty-four patients who remained in hospital in the 
beginning of the year 1875, three died from cancer, cirrhosis of lung, and 
renal dropsy, respectively. Two of those who were admitted within the 
year died, one of laryngitis, and the other from phthisis. 

Seven convicts were transmitted to the Criminal Lunatic Asylum for 
treatment, five of whom exhibited symptoms of weak intellect from the 
beginning, hut were not considered fit subjects for the asylum ; having, 
however, become worse, it was found necessary to have them transferred 
there. The other two had been in the prison for four years and showed 
no previous symptoms until they became rather suddenly attacked, and 
it soon became evident that they laboured under mania. These two pri- 
soners were well conducted women, and had the advantage of association, 
&c., and from their general demeanour would be among the last one 
would expect to become insane. 

The daily average of sick in hospital was 13-85. As I stated in previous 
reports this average appears high, but when it is taken into account that 
there is a number of old infirm convicts among the women unfit for any 
employment or the invalid class, and are therefore necessarily obliged to 
be retained permanently in*the hospital, this rather high average is not 
to he wondered at. 
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The prison was free from any epidemic or contagious disease, and the 
general health of the matrons was satisfactory ; sixteen were treated in 
hospital or at their homes, and four were discharged the service on 
medical grounds, three of whom had been in the service for many years, 
and the other for a comparatively short period, but whose health had 
given way. 

Finding from experience that some change in the dietary was called 
for, I proposed a few alterations which you were pleased to obtain 
sanction for. While the altered scale does not increase the expense of 
the dietary, ;I have no doubt whatever of its promoting and maintaining 
the health of the prisoners, and I confidently hope that when reporting 
on its results at the expiration of three months I shall be able to state 
that it has worked satisfactorily. 

Another year’s experience enables me to confirm what I have stated 
heretofore regarding the invalid class, namely, that it is the greatest 
advantage to have such a class constituted, where I am enabled to send 
delicate, old, and weak-minded prisoners who would be unable from their 
infirmities to bear the strict discipline of the prison; it moreover 
relieves the hospital of a number of this, class which I would be otherwise 
obliged to take into it. 

I beg to acknowledge the very great assistance I received from the

Sm, — During the past year the prisoners under my charge have been, 
in general, orderly, industrious, and submissive to the prison discipline, 
■with the exception of three whose temper leads them into breaches of 
discipline, who are the objects of my anxious care and of whom I am 
hopeful. The Sunday and Week-day Divine Services have been celebrated, 
and the Holy Communion has been statedly administered. 

I have visited the school, hospital, and penal ward, as it appeared to 
me necessary or advisable, and I have seen and conversed with the women 
from time to time, sometimes at their request and sometimes as I may 
have thought it to be desirable to do so. 

I am happy in being able to acid that the prisoners have the advantage 
of a weekly visit from a lady, well known for her ability, judgment, and 
zeal, who attends them for purpose of giving them instruction and 
advice. 

I have also the pleasure of acknowledging the prompt and kindly 
assistance which I invariably receive from the officers of the prison. 

Your supervision of the prison, your inspection of my journal, and 
my direct communication with you when it is necessary leaves me nothing 
to write with reference to my duties, which should be the subject of a 
report, with which you are not perfectly familiar.

We have, during the year, endeavoured to the best of our ability, to Catholic 
afford them the usual opportunities of attending their religious duties, Chaplains* 
and on their part, the prisoners have, as a rule, invariably exhibited a tie P or ■ 
great earnestness in availing themselves of all the aids and consolations 
thus put within their reach. We regard as worthy of special mention 
the three days mission conducted, with your permission, by the "V incentian 
Fathers in the month of May. It was productive of happy and, we trust, 
lasting results. At its close almost all approached the Sacraments of 
Penance and Holy Communion with the intention of gaining the jubilee. 

Though we have every reason to be satisfied with the demeanour of 
the generality of the prisoners, we cannot but regret that there are a 
few who derive little benefit from our services and upon whom our words 
seem to produce no effect. Indeed it is hardly to be expected but that 
some such persons shall always be found in Con vie b Prisons ; it is, how- 
ever, gratifying to reflect that acts of violence have been fewer and of a 
less serious character than in the preceeding year. 

The new arrangement by which all the convicts are privileged to 
assemble in Chapel for Benediction and Sermon at mid-day, on Sundays 
and holidays is, in our opinion, very beneficial ; for it breaks the mon- 
otony of their day and gives us a better opportunity of instructing them. 

In conclusion, we feel much pleasure in expressing our gratitude to 
the Superintendent and other officers for their kind attention to us, and 
in an especial manner for the assistance given us in our visits to *tlie 
hospital and penal ward, as well as for their many services in the choir 
and in the care of the Chapel.

SCHOOLMISTRESS’S REPORT. 

Mountjoy Pern ale Prison, 

10th January, 1876. 

^stress's Sir, — In compliance with your directions, I have the honour to submit 

Report. m y re port on the school in connexion, with this prison for the year ended 
31st December, 1875. f . 

The hours of 'attendance, the system of instruction, and the general 
arrangements of the school were of the same description and character 
as those in use during several former years. It affords me great pleasure 
to be able to state that the progress of the prisoners in the several sub- 
jects which occupied their attention was, on the whole, satisfactory. 

The daily average attendance during the year was 168, and the 
number newly admitted was 89 ; of the latter 33 were able to read and 
write, 23 could read, but not write, and the remaining 33 were wholly 
illiterate. Even those who, on admission, were able to read and write 
had only received a very imperfect kind of education, so much so that 
the mere statement of the numbers who can read and write will give 
only a very inadequate idea of the degree of real education they have 
received. 

The progress made in reading was considerable during the year. 
Twenty-two prisoners were removed from the first to the second book, 
31 from the second to the third, and 36 from the .third to the fourth, the 
highest reading book used in the school. The prisoners in the third and 
fourth books read with ease and intelligence so as to be easily understood, 
and even listened to with pleasure. 

The writing of the prisoners in the higher classes is clear and legible, 
and executed with neatness and care. The progress made in this subject 
was fair, as 70 prisoners learned to write during the year. 

The other subjects taught are arithmetic and geography. The prisoners 
in the fourth hook, with few exceptions, understand the principles of 
notation and numeration,- and can work questions in the compound 
rules correctly 3 some few can work questions in proportion. Nearly 
all acquired this information in prison. The prisoners in the upper 
classes know the outlines of the map of tlie World, and have a general 
knowledge of the maps of Europe and of Ireland. It may he right to 
remark here that when prisoners become sufficiently educated for their 
position in life, according to the standard laid down, their attendance is 
suspended in order to enable the teachers to devote their attention to 
those most in need of instruction. 

Eorty-seven were transferred to the refuges, 31 of whom were 
able to read and write, 10 could read only, and 6 could neither read 
nor write. It is explained to each prisoner as soon as possible after her 
reception that she must learn to read and write as one of the necessary 
qualifications for removal to the refuges. As nearly all desire the 
privileges the refuges afford, the fear of being excluded from those 
privileges induces them to apply themselves and their co-operation m 
their own improvement is thus secured. 

Some of those transferred, and who were not up to the required 
standard, were old women of weak intellect, and therefore incapable of 
making the necessary progress, and on my so certifying to you they were 
allowed the privilege which they had in every other respect earned. 

The conduct of the prisoners while under instruction was generally 
very satisfactory. Ten were kept from school for gross misconduct.

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With these exceptions all were respectful to the teachers, and seemed to Mount jo*

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Wrightson, who for many years zealously performed tlie duties of Pro- 
testant Chaplain. The Rev. William Brennan has been appointed 
Chaplain in his place. 

The Chaplains, the Medical Officer, and the School Instructor write 
their own reports. I may be permitted to state that each have done 
their best to reform the convicts under their care, and the results are 
encouraging and hopeful. The conduct of the convicts has been very 
good. The works on the farm have been performed by convict labour, as 
usual ; and some tradesmen employed at their respective trades, and 
I am able to report very favourably on the amount of work done by 
them. This is very important, as I find the men improve in their 
industrial habits, so do their morals advance also. The number of con- 
victs received during the year from Spike Island and Mountjoy prisons, 
94, released on licence 70, 3 of that number have had their licences 
revoked for breaches thereof. The daily average number at Lusk for 
the year has been 44. No escape has taken place during the year. 

The crops on the farm have been a very fair average and contrast very 
favourably with the crops on the surrounding farms, and it is only just 
to state that each of the warders are attentive and painstaking in getting 
the crops put in well. The new building is very nearly completed, and 
the other farm buildings have been kept in good repair by convict labour 
under Mr. O'Connell. 

The usual statistics are annexed. 

I certify that the rules of the prison have been complied with, and 
every infringement brought under the notice of the Director on his visits 
here.

BEGISTBAP, AND SCHOOL INSTBIJCTOB’S REPORT. 

Lusk Convict Prison, 

16th January, 1876. 

Sir, — I respectfully beg leave to submit the customary annual report 
on the educational department of this prison, for the year ended 31st 
December, 1875. 

On the 1st January, 1875, there were in this prison 35 prisoners ; 
received during the year from Spike Island and Mountjoy Prisons, 94. 
Two convicts removed to Mountjoy towards the close of the preceding 
year were allowed to return, making a total of 131 inmates within the 
year. Of these 70 were released on licence, and 10 others were disposed 
of by removal to Mountjoy Prison Hospital, &c., leaving 51 prisoners in 
custody on the 31st December, 1875. In this prison all the convicts 
attend evening school after the labour of the day is over, the time being 
as usual from half-past five to half-past seven o’clock p.m. There has 
been no deviation from the practices of former years, and the subjects 
taught were identical namely, reading, writing, arithmetic, geography 
from maps, &c., &c. I do not think that in any former year the educa- 
tional condition of the convicts was better, at all events they have utilized 
the opportunities for improvement afforded them in the other prisons 
an'd in this, to such an extent that almost all could read on discharge, and 
with a few exceptions could write also. The majority of the prisoners 
could read with ease and intelligence the third, fourth, and fifth books 
of lessons, and many of them I am aware were completely illiterate on 
their first reception at Mountjoy, and in their passage through the prisons 
learned to read as above described, and to . write intelligibly. The 
knowledge of many of them was not confined to these elementary branches 
of education ; but from reading good and instructive books they acquired 
much useful information, which I hope most of them will turn to good 
account when at their liberty. As an example of the general intelligence 
of the prisoners, a gentleman who manifested an interest in the education 
of criminals visited the school of this prison the evening of the 3rd 
December last,' and examined the prisoners in reading, writing, and 
spelling, he expressed his pleasure at their proficiency in these subjects 
(all but two could read), and the prisoners of that evening were a fair 
example of the prisoners at Lusk during the year.

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The conduct and demeanour of the prisoners, almost to a Mali, both in 
school and elsewhere have been very good and respectful. Each evening 
I am in their midst for two hours listening to their conversations and 
observing their habits, and often when they little suspect it I feel happy 
at being able to say that no obscene or immoral expressions are ever 
used by them. "When speaking of their past lives they do so in a tone 
of sorrow for mis-spent time, and their hopes and aspirations appear 
to be after better things in future.
